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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 2, 12, 15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nada (US 6,473,683). Nada discloses a vehicle skid control device (Fig. 
1 ) comprising: 

an angular acceleration measurement module (272a; col. 1, In. 41-43) that measures an 
angular acceleration of the drive shaft, and the step of measuring the acceleration; 
a skid detection module that detects occurrence of a skid of the drive wheels according 
to the measured angular acceleration (Fig. 3; col. 1, In. 40-41) and the step of detecting 
skid; 

a torque restriction module (272b) that, in response to detection of the occurrence of a 
skid by said skid detection module, restricts a driving torque of the drive wheels to 
reduce the skid and the step of restricting torque based on skid (col. 10, In. 42-44); 
a torque variation detection module (torque values are input values for CPU 262) that 
determines whether a variation in torque command value of the drive wheels caused by 
a driver's accelerator operation is within a preset range and the step of determining 
torque variation; and 

a torque restriction prohibition module that prohibits said torque restriction module from 
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restricting the driving torque of the drive wheels, when said torque variation detection 
module determines that the variation in torque command value is out of the preset 
range (col. 1 1 , In. 30-33; Figs. 1 1 a-e) and the step of prohibiting torque restriction. 
The skid detection module detects the occurrence of a skid when the angular 
acceleration measured by said angular acceleration measurement module increases 
over a preset threshold value (col. 8, In. 45-48). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 17 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
